A Banner Town with ldeal Citizens, 

As one paper has suggested the 
town of New Gloucester may well 
claim the right to be the banner 
town in the State of Maine:;‘lt holds 
tbe unusual distinction of being the 
only town iu Maine which has per 
eonal estate valuation exceeding 
Its real estate valuatiou twofold 
and again there is no town in 
Maine that begins to approach 
New Gloucester in, its low rate of 
taxation. The rate this yeat 
.1.1*50 of a mill. The real estate is 
valued $446,152 and the value of 
the .personal estate is $892,076 mak 
ing a total of $1,338,228 an increase 
of $307,171 over the valuation in 
1092. 

New Gloucester is a farming 
town iD tbe northern part of Cum 
berland county and was incorpor¬ 
ated in 1774. It has Uo town debt 
and is one of the most prosperous 
towns of its : size in the State. Too 
often in Maine’s municipalities 
personal property, to a large ex 
teat, escapes taxation. Assessors 
have to go on all sorts of expedi¬ 
tions to ascertain any facts as to the 
ownership of slockB, bonds, etc. In 
other words the holders of such 
bonds and securities persist in 
trying to dodge the fellow who as¬ 
sesses the takes, and they nearly 
always succeed. It is along this 
line that the ideality of the owners 
of personal property in New 
Gloucester is in evidence! There 
the assessors have no difficulty 
in securing the true schedule of 
the personal property owned by 
the citizens. The greater part of 
this class of the town’s wealth is 
owned by two brothers by the 
name of Chandler. Each of these 
two wealthy men walk up to the 
assessors on the first day of each 
April and give in fin accurate list 
of the real and personal property 
owned by them. This act is en 
tireiy voluntary on their part. 

If many of the towns in the 
State of Maine, struggling along 
under a tax rate of 3 per cent, and 
upwards, had some Chandlers iu 
them it would be vastly easier for 
many of the farmers who are in¬ 
deed the backbone of the State and 
nation, to meet their obligations 
and possibly, make their farms 
more of an attraction to the young 
men who are leaving them and en¬ 
tering other occupations.
